A continent separates the Contra Costa 
hills and the quiet pastures of Virginia but 
the two areas have one thing in common. 
They are both the sites of archaeological 
digs headed by Lowie Museum director, Dr. 
James Deetz, anthropologist. 

Somersville, founded in 1856 in Contra 
Costa County, was a coal-mining town ex- 
tracting low-grade coal from Mount Diablo. 
Flowerdew Hundred Plantation in Virginia 
was one of the earliest English settlements 
in the New World producing corn and tobac- 
co. Dr. Deetz, a leader in the relatively new 
field of historical archaeology is assembling 
the history of both of these sites. 


Join Dr. Deetz for a fascinating trip through 
time examining the culture and lifestyles of 
native Americans, settlers, farmers and 
miners and for a look at the various 
methods and sources used to reassemble 
history.

Two new exhibits featuring the works of 
famed photographer, Ansel Adams, will 
open April 16 in the Patricia Price Peterson 
and Atholl McBean Galleries.

At the bottom of the world lies the coldest, 
windiest and highest continent, with a land 
mass greater than that of Mexico and the 
United States combined - Antarctica! On 
this ice-covered continent is one of the 
greatest concentrations of wildlife found 
anywhere, spectacular mountain and ice 
scenery, and an opportunity to explore the 
globe’s last major frontier.
